SDVFEIUSO OF THE SICK AND WOCNDKD— A 
MTSTBKIOU8 EXPEDITION. 

Tbe correspondcot of tbe Pbiladelpbia 
Inquirer, writing from Fortress Monroe, 
June 7, Mje: 

Tbe State of Maine reached the wharf 
last night, with three hundred wounded 
from RichmODd. These men tre mostly 
seTerel; injored, ends large number of 
them will never recover. An suistant snr- 
geon, who wm on board, told ns, what 
proves to be a fact, and one which will star- 
tle and horrify tbe oountry— that tbla load 
of helpless men had Iain without any snrgi- 
cal attendance from Saturday’a and Sun- 
day’s battle tintil they were put aboard the 
boat on lliursaay; five days elapsing before 
their wonnds were dressed. 

Many of these brave hearted fellows were 
actusUy fiMdfor maggots when they reached 
White Ilouse, the revolting worms having 
already appeared In their wounds. 

The following Is from the Fortress Mon- 
roe correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Press: 

EZnEL MOVEMENTS AT RICHMOND. 

Tor several days regiment after regiment 
has been noticed passing down the roads 
on the enemy's left wing, towards Ihcir 
centre and right. Twenty thousand troops 
of all kinds, with large baggage trains, 
have passed since Sunday. Whether these 
are reinforcements from Corinth or from 
Jacksan’s army, or whether they are i>art 
of the force which has played bide and 
seek before McDowell at Fredericksburg, 
or whether they are the rebel left wing 
evacuating their positions, arc great sub- 
jects of conjecture They all seem to go 
to the rebel centre and right, and no doubt 
are instantly brought into actiou against 
Heintzdman, Kearney, and Keyes. 

For two afternoons huge smokes, cover- 
ing the entire eurroauaing country, have 
risen from the woods beyond tbe river. 
They would commence about noon and 
continue until night; but after dark no dre 
could be seen anvwhere which could ex- 
plain the cause. Cantrabands tell us that 
an immense amount of tobacco is being 
carried out of Richmond by tbe negroes, 
aad it is all piled at a place some two miles 
from the town, where it is mixed with tur- 
pentine, and will be set on fire as soon as 
they have it all ont. If the rebels don’t 

f -et tobacco smoke enough to choke them, 
t will not be their lault. 

I have distinctly heard rebel tattoos 
every evening, and when the wind was 
favcrable, the bumming of railroad trains 
and tbe blowing of whistles. There seems 
to be some great traveling done on the 
railroads passing ont of Richmond, but 
where I am unalde to say. 

THE REBEL WOVNDED. 

The Kichmend Dispatch estimates the 
number of men wounded in the b.attle of 
Saturday and Sunday at over 4,000. Tbe 
Ricbmond and Petersburg papers have been 
crammed with tbe lists of the killed and 
wounded, continued from day to day, since 
Monday last. 

WHAT JEFF DAVIS SAT8. 

Jefferson Davis wss on the battle field at 
Feir Oaks, and be has issued a brief but 
flaming address to the rebel troore, which 
was published in tbe Kiohmond Examiner 
of yesterday, 6tb inst. Ue thanks them for 
their indomitable courage in charging the 
enemy, and dMying him back at eveo' point 
with great Slighter, capturing twenty- 
three ot bis guns, many prisoners, and a 
vast amount of valuable camp equipage. 
Ue, in common n-ith tbe people, felt proud 
of such heroism and valor. He conctudes, ' 
by saying : • 

’• Defendert of a Jnst caBse, may God 
have yOB in his holy keephig.” 

JEFFERSON DAVIS. 

A Female Wretch. 

The Buftilo (N. Y.) Courier records the 
murders committed there by a female 
devil: 

The name of the wretch is Laahceil, and 
she pretends to be an Indian doctress. 
Sucpicion fastened upon her by seeing a 
corpse taken away from her bouse, and af- 
ter watching the premises for a day and a 
night, till the body could be exhumed aud 
examined, tbe premises were entered by the 
police, the doctress arrested, and astound- 
ing dlselosurcs were made. 

•A young woman was found in the ago- 
nies of death, having submitted to the op- 
eration of the wretch who occupied the 
house. Her name was Mary Louisa Boyer. 
She died at 4 o’clock yesterday. 

In another room was a yonng woman 
named Jenny Johnson, who has a sister 
named McDonald, at Niagara Falls. She is 
in a hopeless condition. 

Both of these girls were victims of the 
seducers art, both resi>ectably connected. 
So much of tbe tale os the Courier tells is 
eiekeuing in tbe extreme, and ail is not 
told. The girl whose burial led to the dis- 
covery of the “slanghter house’’ was Mary 
UamiltoD, and she died of violence. 

The woman Laahceil was arrested, also 
a negro named John Craig, and a young 
man named Robt Harod an assumed phy- 
sician. An investigallon of the case u 
looked for with anxie^, as further revela- 
tions are expected. 'lue woman has been 
once tried on a charge of abortion and ac- 
quitted. 

Slartling disclosures are expected to 
grow out of this arrest which may involve 
Uiose boldisg respectable positions in so- 
ciety. Monday wnilc the ofllcers were in 
possession of the “rlaugbtur house” not 
less than twenty females, married and 
single, called and enquired for the proprie- 
tress.

The l.asl .Moments of Gen. Jo')iDSton. 

Tbe following is from the diary, publish- 
ed in the Natchez Courier, of Maj. D. M. 
Hayden, one of Gen. Johnston’s Aids in 
the battle of Shiloh ; 

Geo. Johnston, elated with tbe entire sue* 
cess of tbe whole day, took the position 
before the brigades of Bowen and Breck- 
inridge, and gave the order “ fix bayonets.” 
The last moment I saw him before bis fall, 
he was haranguing his troops. The charge 
was made with a shout, and tbe enemy fled 
in contusion. I was by the side of Bowen, 
and the Minie halls flew so close that they 
clipped his hair. 1 started to tbe right to 
see what had become of Chalmers, when I 
met Capt. O’Hara, who announced that 
Gen. Johnston was wounded. We followed 
him down into the ravine, where we found 
him reclinisg in the lap of Gov. Harris, 
who had genUy lifted him from bis horse. 

I was told that the only and last words 
he ever spoke were, some minutes after he 
was shot, “ Governor, I believe 1 am se- 
riously wounded.” Preston, in an agony of 
grief, threw his arms aronnd him, and 
called aloud and asked if he knew him. 

I cingbt hold of his band and saw that 
he was still breathing. We administered 
a little stimulant, but he was totally uncon- 
scious, and quietly breathed his last.

THE LATE NAVAL ENOiAGEMSNT.

Is out notice of tbe naval engagement 
before Memphis on Friday morning, it ap- 
pears that we were incorrect in some par- 
ticulars. which we proceed to correct; 

The Gen. Lovell was snax, as we said, 
near the cotton press. Tbe loss of life is 
said to have been large. Oaly about twen- 
ty escaped out of eighty-flve <m hoard. — 
0.vpt. Cable was kiliedby a rifle ball early 
in the action, and bis boot Was compara- 
tively unmanageable afterwMFi^ A tew of 
the men who floated oil' from the wreok 
were picked up at Fort Plckerlngby a F'ed- 
eral tug. 

The Sierllng Price was ran into by the 
Beauregard and carried over on the Arkan- 
sas side, where she now la\-s' It is said 
she can be easily repaired. 

The Beauregard was both shot and ram- 
med, and sunk in the middle of the river 
opjmsUe Fort Pickering. 

The Jell' Thompson blew np round the 
point towards President's Xslaod. Her tim- 
bers are lying ail about the cot»n wood on 
the Arkansas shore. Her smoke stack is 
yet standing above water. The shock of 
the explosion made some Jiersons believe 
tba' it was an earthquake. 

The Little Rebel, which 'ran ashore Just 
round the point on the Arkaniaa side, did 
not sink, as was at first repertud. She was 
shot through the side into the coal huuks, 
and would hare sunk but for ruening 
ashore. She has been reea^eted, and' Is 
now anchored among tbe Federal fleet. 
Her damage, it is smd, can be easily re- 
paired. 

The Gen. Bragg was slightly injured by a 
shot about tbe wheel, and was captured. 
She got a smash in the slde^ 

The Sumter, as already statM, was like- 
wise ewtured. She is in gaps condition. 

The 'Vsn Dorn, Com. NUtgomery’a flag 
ship, was the only one ofioe Confederate 
fleet which escape. She pursued some 
ten miles, but she was toolleet to be cap- 
tured. ’ 

The number of prisoners - taken ranges 
from 70 to 100, about 'JO being ofllcers.

A KOVEL SIGHT IN MBMPHI8— A WHITE MAN 
WITH TWO NEGROES ON HIS ARM. 

On Saturday afternoon a white mam 
dressed in tbe uniform of a Federal marine> 
was observed walking down Main street 
with two negro women on bis arms. The 
novel sight did not tail to attract attention 
and elidt comment. He was followed 
down Maine to Beale street, and thence to 
Vance, by citizens and police ofllcers, who 
finally overtook him near St. Agnes .Acad- 
emy on Vance street. The mau and one of 
his negro companions was arrested. He 
was taken to the Provost Marshal’s office 
for pnnishment, and the negro woman to 
the Station House.

RICHMOND BEFORE THE BATTLE. 

CCorrespoadencc of the Memphi. Appeal.] 

Richmond, May 29, 1862. — A bright sky 
over the besieged city, a pleasant breeze 
playing with the lindens, the greatest ac- 
tivity m the streets, regiments marching to 
aud fro, the roll of drums and the rattlin" 
of cannon wheels — such are the sights and 
sounds ol Richmond to-day. Never have I 
seen the gardens and squares looking love- 
lier than at this moment. If Richmond is 
to fall, she will fall like the fatal bullock. 




I here ttunks so. Ae spirit ot the soldier is 



that of buoyant confidence. The leaders 
of the army are animated by the liveliest 
assurance of victory. 

■With the knowledge that the great strng 
gle so nearly impending will pass into his- 
tory as ooe of the decisive battles of the 
world, with the conflicts of Hastings and 
Tours and 'Waterloo, they look forward to 
tbe scene as one in which they are to plays 
part of the highest inte.-est and dignity in 
the eyes of the world. This morning Gen. 
Lee left hU bureau for the field, and with 
tbe magnanimity characteristic of the man, 
reporttd to Gen Jofiniton for duty. He might 
have assumed the chief command, availed 
himself of Gen. Johnston’s prepsiratioos 
and dispositions for the fight, and thus se- 
cured to himself all the ectat of the victory, 
if victory it is to he. But Gen. Lee thought 
this was no time for insisting upon prece- 
dence of rank, and he was uawilUng to 
take from Johnston tbe credit which will 
be justly bis due, if he drives back the in- 
vader from the walls of tbe capital. This 
is true nobility of soul, and furnishes an 
excellent example to smaller military men 
who bicker for position in the face of the 
enemy. A distinguished statesman told me 
that be shook hands with the Commanding 
General as he leapt inte the saddle to ride 
oat to headquarters, and “that his face 
shone like tbe face of an angel” — irradiated 
with tbe light of anticipated triumph. 

We have bad a thousand rumors to-day, 
ail going to show that the nearer the war 
is brongbt to our doors, the less do we 
know of the actnal operations of the 
forces or of tbe arrangements of the bonr. 
It is told that Burnside is advatcing on 
Weldon to cut off our communicatiou with 
Charleston, while another report circu- 
lates to the effect that he has actually 
crossed the James River near Suffo k, and 
joined his forces with those of McClellin. 
It seems almost impossible to learn for 
certain whether or not the Yankees are in 
possession of the two railroads at the 
Junction, Or of the Fredericksburg road 
at Ashland. Last night at twelve o’clock 
the latest train brought away all the sick 
soldiers and supplies then remaining in the 
.Ashland hospital, and the report that a 
Federal column was within four miles of 
the place. 

-An equtl impossibility seems to exist of 
arriving at tbe e.xact truth of the result of 
the skirmish of Tuesday afternoon at Peak’s 
Turn-Out near Hanover Court House. 
Accounts given by men who were actnally 
engaged in tbe fight are as contrarient as 
possible. Tbe Enquirer treats tbe affair as 
of little importance. The Examiner says 
Gen. Branch was nadeniably beaten and 
out-gencraled, and that onr loss was con- 
siderable. What the Government really 
believes with regard to the result, may be 
judged from the fhet that Gen. Hill has 
bee'h sent forward to take tbe command at 
this point over Generals Andersmi and 
Branch. 

It is believed that McClellan is massing 
his troops as rapidly at possible to the north 
of the city, and that the battle will be 
fought in that direction as soon as our 
troops can be brought to confront him. 

The committee of citizens appointed to 
make snitable airangoments for the recen- 
tion and treatment of the wonaded, have 
been actively engaged for days past in the 
discharge of their mty. About forty build- 
ings have been procoi^ in varions parts of 
the city, to which tbe brave fellows are to 
be conveyed. Fulling to procure tbe de- 
sired number of mattresses, tbs committse 
have made a requisition for the laxurions 
cushions in the pews of our churches, and 
it Is possible that the churches themselves 
will be taken for hospittls, into which they 
may readily be converted. Their superior 
ventilation would recommend them for this 
use.

The Dispatch newspaper makes this state- 
ment with much apparent confidence, but 
upon diligent inquiry I caanot learn that 
there is the least authority for it, Gen. 
Floyd, accompanied by bis aidsndadmirer, 
John M. Daniel of the Examiner, rode out 
at a veiy early hour this morning to the 
lines, for the pnrpase, perhaps, of doing a 
little amateur fighting “on his osrn hook,” 
but returned about noon quite satisfied that 
the conflict would not come off to day, and 
Mr. Daniel give as a reason for the post- 
ponement that it was found that tbe two 
armies were not near enon^h together. 

The true cause, from the best information 
I can gather, is that some uncertainty pre- 
vails with Gen. Johnston as to tbe precise 
situation of McDowell’s command, and he 
is unwilling to order tbe attack until he as- 
certains beyond a doubt where McDowell 
is now poeied. The interests at stake in 
tbe pending conflict are too momentons to 
be hazirded upon any doubtful knowledge 
of the full strength of the foe. 

A very severe storm of rain, accompanied 
by vivid flashes of lightning and heavy 
peals of thunder, burst upon tbe city this 
afternoon. The blackest part of the cloud 
was over the Cbiekahominy, where the 
tn-o hostile armies have had an exhibition 
of heaven’s artillery The rain tell in tor- 
rents for more than two bours,and may hare 
swollen the stream so as to delay yet lon- 
ger the conflict so soon expected there.

SOUTHERN VIEW OP THE RETREAT. 

CFrom tbe Mobl'c Tribune, June 3 ] 

There is hardly a doubt that onr army 
has fallen uiack from Corinth — report says 
to Boonevllle, Baldwyn and Guntown — the 
first twenty and a half, the second thirty- 
one and a halt, and the third thirty-six and 
three-quarter miles this side of Corinth, on 
tbe railroad. 

The opinion of skillful soldiers is that 
this is the best strategiral movement that 
has been made during the war. It with- 
draws onr army a pood distance from the 
Tennessee river, puts it in a more health- 
ful positiou, and renders ntterly useless 
the intreuebments which the enemy have 
so laborionsly thrown up. Not a man from 
the force of Gen. Hallcck can be spared on 
this account. He must sit where he is un- 
til he rots, or move at great hazard, to onr 
new positions, where there is no cover for 
his approach, and where, in fact, he wiU 
have no means of making it. The move- 
ment may seem slow; but it is sure. It is 
ol vast importance that nothing he risked 
on our aide without an almost positive as- 
surance of victory; and that, after a while 
we shall certainly win in this line. Halleck 
will have to ran aa'ay, or be slaughtered, or 
find his army demoralized. If he attempt 
to run, then is onr opportunity. We ex- 
pect, therefore, to hear before long of the 
complete ronting of his forces. 

The same journal In another paragraph 
says: 

One gentleman, who left Corinth on Fri- 
day, says that there have been skirmishes 
every day since Tuesday, daring which 
time our forces have been falling back, aud 
that they, or the most of them, arc now at 
Baldwyn, Boonville, and Guntown, where 
they will makea stand. They had removed 
.all of their ordnance, etc., from Corinth, 
and had destroyed everything of impor- 
tance at that place before retiring, and os 
they came down, the rear tore up the rail- 
road. AVc hear of other rumors, but place 
little reliance in them. 

OBSTRUCTIONS. 

It Is reported aud confidently believed, 
says the Jackson Mississiimian, that Beau- 
regard has obstructed the Tennessee river 
at Duck River Suck, about 125 miles below 
EastTOrt, by blasting the cliff', thereby fill- 
ing tbe channel with masses of stone and 
forest trees. If this be true, the enemy’s 
transports and gunboats are, or will in a 
few days be at our mercy, and any attempt 
at retreat by the Federal army will insure 
us a complete success.

of Staff to Gfii. Beauregard, iu place of 
Brig. Gen. Jordan, whb, we regret to say, 
has been obliged to be relieved on account 
of sickness. Major Brent, says the Charles- 
ton Mercury, is a talented officer, and dis- 
tinguished himself at Manassas, where he 
served as Major of the Seventeeth Virginia 
regiment.

tiresome trip to Camp Chase.

Farther details from tbe Penlnsnla indi- 
cate that no portion of the ground lost by 
Casey’s Division was r^alned during the 
battle of Saturday. The correspondent 
the Philadelphia Inquirer is emphatic npon 
this point.

The New York Times now estimates 
the Federal loss at from six to eight 
thousand men. The New York Tribune 
insists that “we did not recover on Sunday 
tbe guns lost by Caseys Division on Satur- 
day. They were carried off by the enemy.” 

AN IMPORTANT CAPTURE.

John Washington, an Aid on Gen. John- 
ston’s Staff, while carrying a message 
through the woods.unconsciously rode into 
our lines. On his person was found a com- 
plete list of our army, its divisions, corps, 
regiments and officers, together with its 
dispositions before Richmond. Where is 
Stanton t Did the newspapers famish this 
information to the enemy ? To think so 
would be the veriest absurdity. If this was 
the object sought in muzzling the Press, 
this captnre proves that the rebels have 
other and more reliable means of obtaining 
their information than by collating it from 
a host of newspapers, which by the way, 
it would be Impossible for them to receive. 
This Mr. Washington was a Cadet at West 
Point, and only graduated last year. For- 
tunately, on bis person, and in the same 
book wh. eh contained the dispos'tion and 
number of our forces, was as fall and com- 
plete a statement of the rebel force now 
under Gen. Johnston, and its disposition 
likewise. I do not know whether it may 
be considered contraband to reveal this 
fact, but I presume the enemy was aware 
of the fact tnat he carried this on bis person .

Had an Ameri- 
can cruiser firilen in with the ship, sho 
might have seized her, bat there is no 
mnniclpal law which can warrant the Eng- 
lish Oovernmant in giving her np, and it m 
therefore bound to refuse compUaiice witb 
tbe reqnest. 

The London Times, in an editorial on tkw 
snrrender of Norfolk, the destrnction of the 
Merrirnae, Ac., says the conquest of tb* 
South, to far as the water is concerned, 
teems almost complete. On land, how- 
ever, the Times says, it is premature to say 
the rebel power is altogether broken. It 
tees no signs of tbe end, and no indications 
as to what that end will be. The Sonthern- 
ers may be beaten in ba' tie, bat they have 
immense territories for retreat. The con- 
test la virtaally tbe whole world against the 
South, 18 the North ia opened to the ships 
of the world, while the South is complete- 
ly shot ont. Tbe smprlse is not that the 
Confederates retreat, out that they make 
front at all. 

The London Timea thinks Gen. Butler^ 
rule at NewO rleans is exceedingly severe 
and harsh, and calculated to make tbe rais- 
ing of the blocxade valneless. 

The London Morning Poet is very bitter 
on General Butler’s proclamatlos, and sayo 
that not even the Austrians or SossiaM 
ever issued more severe decrees. 

The Post says if Davis and Beauregard 
can inflict defeat on the Federals the Inde- 
pendence of tbe South will be achieved. 
If they are overcome, the South msy bo 
considered as vangnished. 

The London Daily News regards thO„ 
abandonment of Norfolk and destraction of 
the 'Merrimae as of great importance, and 
that it proves the resignation by the Con- 
- 4er<W e i» th e ro Me st at eea. 

The Times 'is eouvlnced. that the rebels 
made a good fight at New Orleanf, ond”" 
offers them an apology for its former sneers 
at their ready surrender. Thence it passes 
to a consideration of the effects of this and 
other victories of tbe Federal arms. 

Yet, thongh these Iblcgs promise no 
speedy pacification, tbe Federal successes 
have been so important and rapid that ws 
cannot wonder to see the people of the 
Northern States displaying, with a sincerity 
which cannot be doubted, their confidence 
in the coming victory of the government. 

• • ♦ With them, it is sufficient that 
victory crowns the arms of tbe North, and. 
that tbe Federal Government may be con. 
sidered, by sanguine people, as likely be- 
fore long to make some preparations for 
meeting its enormous liabilities. The im- 
mense amount of paper money that has 
been created, and the want of any other 
species of investment, have given a ficU- 
clons value to Blocks. Indeed, it is not so 
much that they are highly valued as that 
money is cheap. Sneh a surplus of money, 
we are told, has never been known in New 
York, and tbe rate of interest on temporary 
negotiations, is from one to two per cent, 
lower than tbe terms enrrent a few weeks 
ago. Every saccess brings to tbe people tk- 
new accession of coBlldence in the govern- 
ment, and the general boast is that America, 
in addition to her grandeur iu ail other ro— 
spects, is about to give to mankind the 
spectacle of one of the greatest and most 
easily-borne national debts in creation. 

Perhaps the idea that the Federal secu- 
rities will be d emanded as investments 
abroad when the war is over has something 
to do with their present buoyancy. A> 
though, if we may judge by the temper this 
country has shown, hardly a dollar will ba 
taken on this side of the Atlantic, yet wa 
can well imagine thU the heated imagina- 
tion of the Northern people secs visions of 
enlhnsUstlc Engiishmen pressing forwarA 
to bny all the stocks of the restored and 
invincible Union at a premium. They may 
think that if the North can briag the war 
to an end during tbe present summer tba 
United States will exist once more with s 
debt which, althongh the largest ever con- 
tracted in the same period of time, will be 
not too burdensome for a country wills 
each resonrccs and with such a future ber 
fore it. 

A FRENCH VIEW. 

Tbe Paris Constitutionnel in a conspicu- 
ous leading article on the actual state of tha 
civil war, says ; 

The culture of New Orleans ia a great 
victory for the North, bnt it has not rnodl- 
fled the struggle. The North, advancing 
deep into tha South, will meet with iusur- 
mouatable obstacles. The end is farther 
ofl'than ever. Those who urge the North 
to establish its sway on sanguinary niina 
and devastation are net aware of the sod 
future they would prepare for the whole of 
America — namely, emancipation for four 
millions negroes, and slavery for six mil- 
lione of wmtes. 

Engagement in South CarolUia. 

Tbe Savannah (Oa.) News has this occounS 
of a recent engagement at Pocataligo, S. C.t 

The enemy landed from their gnnbOAta 
yesterday morning one thousand to flfteea 
hundred strong, and suddenly advanced to- 
wards the line of the Savannah and Charles- 
ton rood. They bad advanced as far as Old 
Pocataligo, about a mile and a half from the 
road, when they were met by the Rutledge 
Mounted Riflemen, numbering ninety men, 
when a sharp skirmish ensnra. Tbe rifle- 
men, being the only troops, held the Yan- 
kees at bay for some time, flgbttag them ag 
short range across the roai Jnst before 
reinforcements arrived, tbe enemy made ». 
precipitate retreat in the direction of their 
gunboats, pursued by Ool. Walker, with a 
body of cavalry, who came upon the ground 
jnst as the enemy retired. 

'^e Rutledge Mounted Riflemen, who, 
onr Informant says, had all the first of the 
fight on our side to themselves, lost one 
man killed and three wounded, with one or 
two taken prisoners by the Yankees, who 
are reported to have had three men killed. 
Col. Walker, of the cavalry, is reported to 
have had his horse shot under him. 

The appearance of the enemy at thah 
point was sadden and unexpected, and 
their retreat so precipitate, that onr troops 
did not have an opportunity to punish their 
temerity. The movement was no doubt a 
feint to draw our forces from Cbarlestou, 
for if they seriously intended to make an 
attempt to get possession of tbe road, their 
effort was a very feeble one. The conduct 
of the Rutledge rifle corps l8 spoken of in.

WHY RICUMOSD STILL EXISTS. 

The great topic, of course, is the battle 
in front of Richmond. It is the all-absorb- 
ing theme, and the two parties agitate it in 
a thousand ways. I say the two parties. I 
mean the JfcC’teffantVes and the anti-ditto. 
The thing is fast narrowing dewn to that. 
The anti-McClellan’s ai-e striving to show 
that the fight in front of Richmond was a 
sad reverse to McClellan. The adm.rers of 
that young Captain — undoubtedly the ablest 
General of them all — do not deny that it 
was a serious check to him, but they en- 
deavor to show that the Abolition mcm. 
bers of Congress are responsible for it, and 
the dispute has given rise to a neat little 
theory, which I tvm going to give you in 
brief ; This theory makes it quite appa 
rent that, after McClellan had perfected his 
arrangements and the time had come for 
the completion of his plans, the campaign 
was delayed, and its result hazarded by 
taking from his hands the chief comiuand 
of the troops lu his Dei'artment. Ills pro- 
slavery feelings, so well known at Wash- 
ington, has made nnmberless enemies for 
him, and these enemies have succeeded in 
disabling him for the time being. 

HOW MC'CLELLAS’S PLANS WERE VPSET. 

Their first movement in opposition to 
the Little Napoleon, was to i>crsnade some 
one to cut up the Department of Virginia 
and appoitloa it out, giving the prc-slavery- 
ites on -.‘burih under McClellan, and the 
Bbolitionists three -fourths under McDow- 
ell, Banks and Fremont, three Black Re 
publican Generals, neither of whom is 
superior to General Greeley or the M. C. and 
L. L. D. Generals who abound in tliis c'ty. 
Against the best military advice and the 
loudest and|most emphatic remonstrances 
on the part of McClellan, Virginia was 
divided into the four Departments— or D1 
visions — as mentioned above, and the three 
Blask Republican Generals were given a 
strong command separate and distinct 
from McClellan’s. The army of the Potom 
ac was divided and shifted and ebauged nn 
til it lost half the wonderful cffectivenees to 
which McClellan had brought it, the 
changes as the sequel has shown, abso 
lately nulUfying his placstormcd by the 
advice of Scott, Halleck and .Buell, and 
compelling him to undertake the capture 
of Richmond single handed, while if his 
plan had been carried out thers would 
have been no defence of Richmond. Frc 
mont was furnished with a corps placed 
at Wheeling and ordered to reportto Stan- 
ton direct. Banks was placed at Win 
Chester with another, and ordered also to 
report to the Secretary of War. Mc- 
Dowell occupied Fredericksburg with his 
best foot foremost, ready for the race to 
Richmond. It was determined by the Abo 
litiouists that the young hero of one grand 
defeat should strive with the hero of no 
grand victory for the honor of taking Rich- 
mond. McClellan was before TorVtown 
at the time McDowell occupied Fredericks 
burg, .and the demagogues and political 
generals at Washington sat down to their 
topographical maps to discuss the cam 
paign aad push the four columns into 
Richmond. It was a fine plan — effective 
and feasible— only too full of party feeling 
and rancor and hate; but the political gen- 
erals are weak vessels, and Stonewall Jack 
son outgeneraled them. 

WHY TORKTOW.S WAS EVACI ATED. 

MoDawell appeared at Fredericksburg as 
the Confederates hadanticii>ated,and York 
town was evacuated, the Confederates fear- 
ing to be cut off between York and James 
river. Take the map and see how effec- 
tively this could have been done bad Mc- 
Dowell moved towards Richmond. But 
the political generals did not see this, and 
McDowell lounged about Willard’s, and his 
corps lay in the sun at Fredericksburg. 
The battle at Williamsburg was fought, but 
McDowell remained in statn quo. Had he 
moved even at that late hour, the result 
n^ould have been disastrous to the Confed- 
erates. But Johnston — Joe Johnston, I 
mean — excels in strategy, and foreseeing 
such a movement he forestalled it, and 
gave to Stonewall Jackson an important 
part to play — ^a part admirably executed, 
and which has, for a time, destroyed Banks, 
paralyzsd McDowell, brought about the 
battle of Seven Pines, and retarded Mc- 
Clellan. 

THE ROLE or ST ONKWALL JACKSON. 
Jackson was to make a feint on Freder- 
icksburg simnltaneous with the desertion 
Of Yorktown, for the purpose of opposing 
McDowell’s march, and to protect the 
flank of Johnston until he could reach 
and cross the Chickabominy. Jackson, 
who is an energetic rebel, who asks for 
“more men and less orders,’’ started at the 
word, and frightened McDowell by sud- 
denly appearing, 6n May 11th, in his very 
teeth. The Black Republican hurried to 
Washington and asked for reinforcements. 
They were given him, and as Banks had 
just before apparently driven Jackson from 
Staunton, the demand was made on him, 
and be had to halt at Winchester and send 
Geary and Shields to McDowell . This was 
exactly what Jackson wanted, and so dis- 
appearing from In front ot Frcdericks- 
burg— for Johnston was now safely in 
front of Richmond— he put for Banks, 
pounced on him at Front Royal and drove 
him beyond the Potomac, threatening the 
Capital, astonishing Fremont into a five 
days march at right angles with his t me 
route to Richmond, drove McDowell 
towards Washington for its defense, and 
astounded the whole North into a second 
npribing as astonishing to them as the first 
had be ;n to the rest of mankind. Having 
accomplished this Jackson hastily retreats, 
bearing off with him immense supplies and 
host of prisoners as the legitimate sparts 
of his brilliant campaign. 

AND IS THE MEANTIME. 

, And in the meantime McClellan is left 
alone 1 b front of Richmond, facing a foe 
that presents an unbroken front stronger 
than his own. But he has won the race to 
Richmond, there is no longer any rivalry, 
and the Black Republican Generals hasten 
slowly to his aid. Richmond exists as the 
Confederate CapiUI, when it might have 
died of a concentration of the four corps a 
fortnight since. But McClellan beirs off' 
the honors, buries his sacrificed thousands, 
and spends days in attempting to get safely 
over the Chickabominy. And in the mean- 
time In Washington the anti-UcClellanites 
try to prove that he has sufi'ered a 
great defeat, and lost 8,000 men. And 
in th ' meantime the McClellanites produce 
the above theory to show that the M. C. 
Generals were to blame for it alL And, in 
the meantime, every plain-thinking, honest 
man knows that the M. C.’s have done ail 
the mischief— that their “On to Richmond" 
cry a year ago cost us a Bull Run defeat, 
and that they have now nearly ruined us by 
a Seven Pines victory. There is a strong 
demand on the part of his friends that he 
shall be reinforced, but McDowell moves 
slowly; Banks is in no condition and Is out 
of the race — distanced; and Fremont Is run- 
ning at such a rate that we expect to hear 
of his tripping before long and falling into 



is conceded that MeClellaa must have re- 
inforcements before he can push forward 
upon Richmond. 

BANTER .AND BTANLET. 

The Administration is between two fires 
in regard to Hunter and Stanley. The Ab 
olitionlsts insist that Stanley shall be re. 
moved, while your Mr. Wickliffc is calling 
for information touching Hunter’s negro 
regiments. The Hunter matter smells 
worse for the stirring of either side of the 
House. As for Stanley, it is stated that an 
official letter has been transmitted to him, 
teillng him that he is not authorized to 
open or close schools for slaves. But I am 
enabled to state, positively, that no such 
letter has been transmitted, the President 
determining to await oflficial information as 
to his conduct from the North Carolina 
Governor. Hunter has been repudiated, 
as you well know, before the official report 
of bis strange conduct could come to hand, 

Welles has had courage to speak again. 
Ills credit was low— very low — a short time 
since, bnt the signal success of the fleet at 
New Orleans has gained him a little repu- 
tation. He has addressed a communication 
to the Naval Committee of both Houses, in 
which he urges appropriations — to what 
extent I do not know — for the construction 
of iron plated veseis, and the providing 
them with heavy ordnance. A navy yard in 
the Mississippi Valley is wanted, and it is 
urged upon the attention cf Congress. I 
presume the Secretary means one in Heu of 
the yard at Memphis — now in our posses- 
sion — a little further North, for fear of a 
second rebellion. There is the usual amount 
of buncombe in regard to the grandeur of 
the nation. He wants the matter acted on 
immediately.

Memphis, June 8, via Cairo, ,Tune 9.— 
It IS now positively kuowu that the rebel 
loss in Friday’s battle was as follows; 

Two gunbo.ats, the LotcII and Beaure- 
gard, sunk; one, the Jeff Thompson, blown 
up; four, the Gen. Bragg, Sumter, Gen. 
Price, and Little Rebel, captured. One, 
the Van Dorn, escaped. 

The rebel loss lu killed is estimated gen- 
erally, by citizens who witnessed the 
whole fight from the bluffs iu frout of the 
cUv, at not less than 3.“>0. 

'I'he Gen. Bragg and Sumter are much 
U$aa at llr^ 

posed. Their outward appearance was 
very shabby, and they were painted all 
over with .a dull ochre, to make them the 
same color os the Mississippi water, and 
therefore hard to distinguish at .a distance. 

The Lovell, sunk by one of our rams, 
went down oft the steamboat landing, 
where the water is a hundred feet deep. All 
of her crew, ot eighty-five, went down with 
her, except abcut'twenty, who saved them- 
selves f.om drowning in sinall boats and 
pieces of wood, and were ulterwards cap- 
tured. 

A slight earthquake shock was felt here 
about eleven o’clock on the day of the bat- 
t 0. 

Twenty-five citizens have organized 
themselves into a volunteer police force, 
and offered their services to Provost 
Marshal Gould to assist in keeping order in 
the city.

fleet of four guuooats and a number of 
transports under Hollins, up the Vazoo 
rh er. The most formidable of them is a 
guuboal finished at this place abont six 
weeks ago by one Emerson, a well-known 
shipbuilder, formerly of Cincinnati. She 
is represented as being clad with railroad 
iron; mounts six guus. abont tl*! pounders, 
and has ou h r bow a cast iron snout or 
probg for ramming, which weighs five 
tons. 

Coffee has been selling hare at three 
dollars per pound; flour at forty dollars 
per barrel; tea. ten dol’atrs per pound; salt 
at fifty dollars, and even as high as one 
houdred and thirty dollars per sack.

CaiRO, June 9.— A Steamer arrived from 
Pittsburg Landing this A. M., bringing as 
pasAcnger a member of Gen. Hallec-li’a 
staff, from whom I learn the whereabouts 
of the dignified and interesting enemy — 
Beauregard is st Okalnno with about 30',000 
troops; Rev. Bishop General Polk is at 
Baldwin with CO.OOOj each awaiting the ar- 
rival of Federal troops to attack and de- 
stroy them in dctsll. In this pastime they 
arc likely to he speedily accommodated 
since at last accounts Qeueral John Pope 
was but ten miles from Beauregard, puw- 
ingrapldly forward. 

The ten thousand prisoners said to have 
been taken by General Pope, in one of 
those high sounding dispatches, have not 
yet made their api>earance at Corinth.— 
They are undoubtedly the stragglers and 
deserters from the Confederate army dur- 
ing their late undignified retreat. 

An English officer, lately deserted, says 
that the Confederate Geuersls, Rogers and 
Van Dom, in a conversation had with him 
just before his departure, admitted that the 
Coniederate loss by desertion was rising 
35.000. 

During the recent tiip of the transport 
Au.o ;r«t up the Tennessee river, a g err 11 1 
band stationed at the mouth of Daek river 
fired into the boat, killing one and wound- 
inv three men. 

The people of Memphis have generaUy 
acquiesced In the occupation of the city as 
s military necessity.

W AsmxoTON, June 10. — We are informed 
l>y two persons, one reeeutly Irom Charles- 
ton, the other from a city in the Interior 
of a Southwestern State, that the rebels 
are still entirely cheerful and confident of 
ultimate victory. The loss of New Orleans 
they regard as' bnt temporary. They ex- 
pect to lose Charleston, Mobile, and per- 
haps all the seaboard, but they declare they 
will retire Into the interior, where they can 
never be subdued. 

Information from rebel sonrees of an 
unusually trustworthy character indicates 
that Beauregard discovered that at Corinth 
he was at the mercy of Halleck, who conid 
make him fight or' delay a battle at his 
pleasure. Fully persuaded of this fact, 
and belleviug a battle as inevitable, he 
evacnated. 

It is doubtful whether the missiou of 
Major Stone, Col. >flller, and Capt. Gregg, 
will be snccessfuL The one obstacle is 
the unwillinraesB of tbe anthorities to 
give up Gen. Buckner, without whose re- 
lease the rebels refuse to make .anv more 
exchanges. Keutnekians here insist that 
he shall be held iiutil the expiration of the 
war. It is bard eonvlneing them that any 
considerations should prevail over a 
natural desire to han^ a rebel particularly 
obnoxious to them. It is understood their 
persuasions have coavinecd some members 
of the Cabinet that the right thing to do 
is to send these ntfieers who speak iu be- 
half of all the prisoners iu the South liack 
to Alabama with their miesiou unfulliUed.

Col. Witchel wi>3 
severely wounded, and the whole regimeiA 
badly cut up; losing not less than 300, moije 
than half its strength. The enemy’s pur- 
suit was checked by artillery, and General 
Stahl finailv withdrew bis forces to a 
stronger position, repolsing a flank move- 
ment, and holding his wing firmly. 

Gen. Milroy advanced his centre rapidly, 
the artillery fire eon^elUng the enemy to 

§ ivc ground. Gen. S^eheuck on tbe right 
rove back the i ebels, who attempted to 
turn his position along our whole line. — 
Onr artillery, under Col. I’itson.a’s direction, 
was served with great vigor and precision, 
and the final success is largely due to its 
eff'ucis. 

The enemy suffered severely. One rebel 
regiment lost two thirds of its number in 
attempting to capture Diedricli’s battery, 
which cut then to pieces at Uty pacra. 
The rebel batteries were repeatedly silenc 
ed and forced to abandon their position*. 
Col. Chizerit, with bis weak brigade, took 
and held the centre of the ciiemy’s posi- 
tion, and his encampment is there to-night. 
Our foices were outnumbered at alt points, 
but have ocenpied the rebel lines and forc- 
ed them to retreat. 

The loss Is heavy on both sides, the 
enen^ Buffering especially from our artille- 
ry. The Garibaldi Guards lost nearly 1^, 
the 3.5th Ohio 60. Tbe total loss is esti- 
mated at from 600 to 800 in killed, wound- 
ed, and missing. Capt. Cbas. Worth, 35th 
Ohio, and Surgeon Cantwell, S3d Ohio, are 
wounded or killed. 

The rebels laught wholly under cover, 
while our troops were forced to advance 
through open fields. The advantage of the 
enemy’s position and numbers was coun- 
terbalanced by Qeneral Fremont’s faithful 
handling of his troops, and tbe coolness 
and determination with which he pressed 
bis resources. The light was furious for 
three hours and continued till nearly dark.

The bayonet 
and canister shot were need freely and with 
great effect by our men. The loss on both 
sides is very great. Ours is very heavy 
among the officers. A full report of those 
who dietinguished themselves will be made 
without partiality. I desire to say that 
both officers and men behaved with splen- 
did gallantry, and that the service of the 
artillery was especially admirable. We are 
encamped on the field of battle, which may 
be renewed at any moment.

Halifax, Jnne 11 . — Great Britain . — In 
the House of Commons on tbe '39th of 
May, Mr. Lindslygave notice that he should 
call attention to the relation of England 
with the Federal and Confederate States 
of Amcricaon theSthof Jnne.

The New York correspondent of the 
London Times, under date of 16th May, 
considers Gen. Hunter’s proclamation us 
valuable to the Confederates as an army of 
half a million of men, and says it will 
make every man and boy in the South 
a soldier, and have a corrosponding 
effect in Kentucky and the other 
iiorder slave States. There are probably 
tlO,(X)0 men In Gen. Halleck’g army who 
will either lay down their arms or go ovi r 
to the Conlederatcs, if President Lincoln 
should endorse the proclamation.

The whole issue 
of $60,000,000 in demand notes may there- 
fore be considered as practically withdrawn 
from circulation.
